Savage Snowstorm 
Swirls into East

A savage snowstorm swirled into New Eng­ 
land and New York Sunday while bitterly cold 
weather continued to numb the Midwest and 
northern plains with sub-zero temperatures. 
Travelers warnings were posted throuhout 
New England as road crews tried to dig out be­ 
fore the arrival of sub zero cold and gale-force 
winds. 
Nine inches of new snow fell in Massachusetts, 
7 inches at Rome, N Y , and 5 inches at Wclfe- 
boro, N.H., bringing the total on the ground there 
to 26 inches. 
New York City had 2^i inches of snow, whip­ 
ped into drifts by winds gusting to 50 miles an 
hour. 
The snow extended into West Virginia, where 
up to 6 inches fell, and into northeastern Ohio, 
where as much as 10 inches was expected. 
Near-zero temperatures were expected tonight 
throughout the area with some going as low as 
15 below.

STANFORD, Calif. (AP) — 
Mike Kasperak, equipped with a 
donor heart, “is really doing 
quite well at the present time,’' 
Dr. Norman E. Shumway said 
Sunday afternoon. 
Shumway headed a team of 
surgeons at Stanford University, 
which removed the failing heart 
of the 54-year-old steel worker 
Saturday 
night, 
replacing 
if 
with the heart of a 43-year-old 
housewife. 
The 
donor. 
Mrs. 
Virginia 
White, had died of a stroke 
about two hours earlier. 
Dr. Shumway, speaking at a 
crowded news conference in a 
Stanford 
School 
of 
Medicine 
classroom, stressed that despite 
encouraging signs, “there is no 
way at this time to term the epi­ 
sode a success.’* 


FULLY CONSCIOUS 
Kasperak is fully conscious, 
Dr. Shumway said, 
and re­ 
sponding well to instructions. 
He cannot talk because he has 
a tube in his throat to aid his 
breathing. 
But Kasperak knows he has a 
new heart. 
Dr. Shumway said blood pres­ 
sure, pulse and temperature are 
“good.” 
He is worried because the do­ 
nor heart is only about one-third 
the size Kasperak’s heart was. 
The old heart had been enlarged 
by 
irreversible 
disease. 
He 
weighs 144 pounds. Mrs. White 
weighed 120 pounds. 
Shumway, smiling confidently 
after the four and a half hour 
operation, 
the fourth 
human 
heart transplant in history, said 
the patient was being watched 
every minute and would be kept 
in the hospital for months under 
observation. 


SUFFICIENT BLOOD 
He said the heart is perform­ 
ing well and pumping sufficient 
blood for its new owner. 
“The real work begins now,” 
Shumway said. “We have just 
reached first base.” 
The operation began at 5 p.m. 
and was concluded about 9:30 
p.m. 
Shumway, 44, who developed 
the transplant technique in sev­ 
en years of experimental work 
with dogs, said Kasperak’s con­ 
dition will be considered critical 
for the next several weeks, dur­ 
ing which the new heart must 
be protected against rejection 
by the body it serves. 
Rejection 
arises 
from 
the 
body’s natural immune reaction 
against any foreign object-dis- 
ease germs or implanted or­ 
gans. 
Kasperak suffered 
from 
a 
chronic 
heart 
infection 
that 
forced his retirement 18 months 
ago from a job with Laughlin 
Steel Corp. of Cleveland, Ohio, 
where he had worked for 30 
years. 
FAR ADVANCED 
His disease, chronic viral my­ 
ocarditis, was far advanced and 
irreversible. He was dying. His 
heart muscle was turning into 


fibrous 
tissue 
that 
wouldn’t 
pump blood. 
Kasperak told his wife, Feme, 
he wanted the transplant oper­ 
ation offered by Dr. Shumway 
“if a suitable donor turned up.’* 
“ Go ahead, don’t waste any 
time,” Mrs. Kasperak said. “ I 
want you alive and with me." 
The donor Mrs. White, who 
had never been seriously ill, suf­ 
fered a massive brain hemor- 
rage at 6 p.m. Friday, the 
night after she and her husband, 
Bill, celebrated their 22nd wed­ 
ding anniversary. 
She went into a coma and was 
kept alive with artificial respir­ 
ation. 
The White’s family doctor, 
Dr. Martin Robinson of the San 
Jose Medical Clinic, told Bill 
there was no hope. 
White recalled a conversation 
about heart transplant opera­ 
tions he and Virginia had a 
week ago with friends. 
“ ‘How marvelous,’ Virginia 
had said, ‘to be able to give 
someone 
else 
a 
chance 
to 
live.’ ” 


TYPE OF RESEARCH 
When the doctors said Virgin­ 
ia was dying, “ I asked them if 
there was any type of research 
going on relating to what had 
happened 
to 
her, 
something 
where she could help,” said 
White, who lives in nearby San­ 
ta Clara with their children, 
Judy, 18, and Rickey, 12.

White is an administrator for 
an electrical firm. 
Dr. Shumway explained the 
possibility of a heart transplant 
that could give a new lease on 
life to Kasperak, whose home is 
in East Palo Alto on the San 
Francisco Peninsula. 
“I asked for time to talk it 
over with the children and my 
wife’s mother,” said White, who 
is known as Bill. His full name 
is Charles W. White. 


ALL SAID YES 
“They all said yes, and when 
I 
talked with Dr. Shumway 
about 30 minutes later, I said 
yes.” 
Today he said, “knowing that 
she is helping another is easing 
our grief.

I’ve got 
two of the proudest children you 
ever knew. 
“They think it’s great.” 
Daughter Judy is a freshman 
at West Valley Junior College 
and plans to be a dental hygien- 
ist.

High School in 1940, graduated 
in 1942 and were married four 
years later.

TOKYO (AP) — Red China

McCarthy 
Criticizes 
War Critics 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Sen. 
Eugene J. McCarthy, D-Minn., 
tossed another dart Sunday at 
Vietnam war critics who stay on 
the sidelines in his peace race 
for president, but stopped short 
of naming Sen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy, D-N.Y., as his target. 
McCarthy said some senators 
are using the expectation that 
he will lose to President John­ 
son as an excuse for silence. He 
said, “I don’t think that’s the 
kind of excuse that really stands 
up very well.” 


WILL SUPPORT 
Kennedy, who has questioned 
whether the war is Vietnam is 
morally justified, has said he 
expects President Johnson to be 
nominated and will support him 
in the general election cam­ 
paign. He has remained neutral 
in the McCarthy-Johnson clash. 
McCarthy noted he doesn’t 
feel colleagues running for re- 
election, presumably such war 
critics as Sens. J. W. Fulbright, 
D-Ark., and Wayne Morse, D- 
Ore., should have to take a open 
stand in his protest campaign. 
But he added: 
“So far as senators who sup­ 
ported the position I take and 
who are not running, there is a 
little bit more of a burden upon 
them to take a stand. And the 
excuse is made by some that 
I’m not going to win. I don’t 
think that’s the kind of excuse 
that 
really 
stands 
up 
very 
well.” 


DIRECT APPEAL 
McCarthy made no specific 
reference to Kennedy in this 
context. Later, when asked if he 
was appealing to Kennedy for 
backing, he said, “I don’t mean 
to make a direct appeal. He’s 
a mature politician. He can 
make his own decision.” 
McCarthy appeared on the 
ABC television - radio program 
“Issues and Answers.” 
In another development Sun­ 
day, the Minnesota senator an­ 
nounced he had asked for an op­ 
portunity to address the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee now 
meeting in Chicago to present 
his objections to the war in Viet­ 
nam. 
McCarthy indicated he thinks 
the committee might endorse 
President Johnson for a re-elec­ 
tion at the two-day meeting. If 
so, McCarthy said, he should be 
given an audience first since he 
is an announced candidate for 
the nomination. 


Johnson, Eshkol Voice Mutual 


Hope for Middle East Peace 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (A P) — 
President Johnson and Prime 
Minister Levi Eshkol of Israel 
came to the solitude of the Tex­ 
as hill country Sunday voicing 
mutual hopes for peace in the 
Middle East and the world. 
Johnson and Eshkol traded 
words of greeting and friendship 
first at Randolph Air Force 
Base in San Antonio. Eshkol 
flew in from the East minutes 
after Johnson flew down from 
his ranch. 
To a crowd at the air base 
which 
gave 
something 
of 
a 
warm touch to a greeting in the 
equivalent of 8-degree weather, 
Johnson’s every word almost 
was of peace. 
The quest for lasting peace in 
the Middle East was the top top­ 
ic for talks between the two 
men during an overnight visit of 
Eshkol and his wife to the LBJ 
Ranch. 


CENTRAL CONCERN 


Eshkol said that this was his 
central concern and his country 
is working tc this end. 
After brief remarks, the Pres­ 
ident escorted the prime minis­ 
ter aboard his small jet and 
headed for the ranch. Johnson 
gave his guest an aerial sight­ 


seeing tour on the way and over 
the ranch stretching along the 
Pedernales River. 
Mrs. Johnson and Mrs. Eshkol 
trailed along in a helicopter. 
A few hours earlier, Johnson 
went to church a couple of miles 
up the river from his ranch 
house and heard a Roman Cath­ 
olic defense of his policy in Viet­ 
nam where there is no peace. 
The word “peace” saturated 
the initial exchanges between 
the two leaders. Johnson said at 
Randolph AFB that “shalom” 
—the Hebrew word for peace— 
had special significance for the 
day. 
”We meet in peace. We will 
talk of peace. We will try to ex­ 
tend the peace that is in our 
hearts to all men willing to 
share our partnership of good 
faith and good purpose.” 
As they launched talks about 
Middle East problems, Johnson 
and Eshkol were greeted by a 
delegation of San Antonio offi­ 
cials and leaders of the Jewish 
community at San Antonio. It 
liad been billed as a low-key, 
private and informal meeting. 


BUILDING UP 
But with the announcement 
that President Johnson would 
come to San Antonio to meet 


news agency said the Chinese 
Foreign Ministry strongly pro­ 
tested, calling it “ another grave 
incident of provocation” against 
China. 


QUOTE STATEMENT 
The statement, as quoted by 
the Hsinhua dispatch monitored 
here, alleged the Chinese freigh­ 
ter Hong Qi No. 158 was “franti­ 
cally bombed” by U.S. planes at 
Cam Pha Wednesday morning. 
“It is by no means acciden­ 
tal,” said the statement, “that 
in less than two months U.S. pi­ 
rate aircraft should have twice 
in succession brazenly carried 
out bombing attacks on Chinese 
freighters flying the 
national 
flag of the People’s Republic of 
(Communist) China.” 
The statement cited another 
incident in which it said the 
Chinese freighter Hong Qi No. 
154 was attacked by U.S. air­ 
craft at a Vietnamese port last 
Nov. 25. 
The statement charged the at­ 
tacks on the Chinese freighters 
were “ a vain attempt to disrupt 
Sino-Vietnamese trade links and 
prevent the Chinese people from 
giving assistance to the Viet­ 
namese 
people, 
thereby 
to 
achieve its criminal design of 


blockading and isolating Viet­ 
nam.” 


FEROCIOUS FEATURES 
The successive bombing at­ 
tacks on Chinese freighters by 
U.S. pirate aircraft not only in­ 
dicate that U.S. imperialism is 
making a desperate struggle in 
its war of aggression against 
Vietnam, but also further show 
up the ferocious features of U.S. 
imperialism bent on being hos­ 
tile to the Chinese people.” 
The 
statement 
said 
the 
bombing “will only arouse still 
greater indignation among the 
Chinese people who will even 
more staunchly fight shoulder to 
shoulder 
with 
the 
fraternal 
Vietnamese people to deal heav­ 
ier and heavier blows at U.S. 
imperialism until final victory 
is won.” 
The Chinese protest 
came after the Soviet Union 
filed a formal protest with the 
United States against a similar 
incident at North Vietnam’s ma­ 
jor port of Haiphong last Thurs­ 
day. 
The Russian protest alleged 
the Soviet cargo ship Pereslavl- 
Zalessky, loaded with aid goods 
for North Vietnam, was dam­ 
aged by bombs dropped by U.S. 
planes.

SAIGON (AP) — A South 
Vietnamese 
newspaper 
said 
Sunday it had learned from 
“special sources” that North 
Vietnamese President Ho Chi 
Minh, 77, died two weeks ago. 
The report could not be con­ 
firmed here or in other world 
capitals. Radio Hanoi carried no 
mention of it. 
In London, British diplomats 
said they did not take the report 
seriously. The U.S. Embassy in 
Saigon and the State Depart­ 
ment in Washington said they 
had no information on the re­ 
port. 
In New Delhi, the Indian gov­ 
ernment, which has an envoy in 
Hanoi, said: “We have had no 
report to confirm this.” 
The 
Vietnamese 
language 
newspaper Cong Chung, a rela­ 
tive newcomer among Saigon’s 
30 or so news publications, quot­ 
ed its sources as saying Ho died 
of a combination of a heart dis­ 
ease and tuberculosis at 4 p.m. 
Dec. 26 in a villalge in Ha Tay 
Province, south of Hanoi. 


SCATTERED REPORTS 
It added that an analysis of 
Ho’s recent speeches and mes­ 
sages as broadcast by Hanoi 
were not in his usual — some­ 
times poetic — style, indicating 


they were composed by some­ 
one else. 
There have been scattered re­ 
ports in the past that Ho had 
been ailing. One, filed by a Nor­ 
wegian correspondent from Ha­ 
noi in November, said he was 
too ill to go to Moscow for the 
50th anniversary of the Bolshe­ 
vik Revolution in early Novem­ 
ber. 
As late as Christmas Day, Ha- 
ni’s 
official 
Vietnam 
news 
Agency carried a dispatch say­ 
ing that Ho is “strong and 
healthy” and had attended a 
mass meeting. It did not say 
when the meeting was held but 
it was believed to have taken 
place sometime within the two 
weeks previous. 
Monitors of North Vietnamese 
broadcasts in Tokyo reported 
hearing nothing to indicate Ho 
had died. They said a broadcast 
by All India Radio from New 
Delhi Saturday reported Ho met 
in Hanoi “ some days ago” with 
the foreign minister of Cambo­ 
dia. A radio spokesman said he 
was 
unable 
to 
specify 
the 
date. Hanoi broadcasts Dec. 31 
carried Ho’s New Year’s mes­ 
sage to his people and a mes­ 
sage to those in the United 
States who oppose the U.S. role 
in Vietnam.

Welcome from Kenya 


Eshkol’s plane, things began 
building up.

There were cheers from the 
crowd and the two leaders and 
the official party went to the 
platform 
for 
the 
welcoming 
speeches. Johnson took off his 
hat and topcoat. 


NAIROBI, 
Kenya 
(A P) — 
Kenyans gave Vice President 
Hubert H. Humphrey a polite 
but unelaborate welcome Sun­ 
day after he cut short a 24-hour 
visit to the neighboring Somali 
Republic on the basis of ad­ 
vance U.S. security reports of 
trouble that never materialized. 
As it turned out, he got the 
friendliest reception there of his 
nine-nation African tour. 
When he arrived in Nairobi 18 
hours ahead of schedule, police 
already had arrested six Ken­ 
yans who planned to demon­ 
strate against him at the air­ 
port. 
They 
carried 
anti-U.S. 
b a n n e r s . The police were 
braced for any further trouble 
in his 36-hour stay in Kenya. 
The reception here was dull in 
constrast to the thousands of So­ 
malis who lined the streets of 
Magadishu, 
their 
capital, 
to 
cheer and clap for Humphrey. 
There were only about 1,500 
persons 
at Nairobi’s 
airport 
when the vice president arrived 
from Mogadishu and many of 
them were Indians awaiting the 
arrival of relatives from abroad. 


NO BANDS 
Bands and fanfare were lack­ 
ing and so were the traditional 
African dancers. 
To the dismay of Somali lead­ 
ers, Humphrey decided to cut 
his visit there to eight hours on 
the basis of reports from U.S. 
security advancemen that Cabi­ 
net 
ministers 
in 
Mogadishu 
were organizing an anti-Hum­ 
phrey demonstration. 
Somali leaders denied it. 
But Humphrey’s brief stay in 
Mogadishu turned out to be a 
pleasant surprise. Somalia until 
recently had been a bridgehead 


for Soviet and Red Chinese Infil­ 
tration into Africa.

greeted him warmly at the air­ 
port and lined both sides of the 
central streets to cheer as his 
motorcade swept into the capi­ 
tal. 
Shortly afterward, the vice 
president signed an $8.5-million 
loan 
agreement with

him Egal for construction of a 
water supply system for the 
capital. 


LARGEST LOAN 
Humphrey said it was the 
largest U. S. loan ever made to 
Somalia and added, “I believe it 
is the largest single project loan 
any country has ever extended 
to Somalia.” 
Somalia, with a mostly no­ 
madic population of fewer than 
three million people, is one of 
Africa’s 
most underdeveloped 
nations. A big Communist pene­ 
tration effort—including $32 mil­ 
lion in Soviet military aid—has 
gradually subsided since Presi­ 
dent All Shermake and Egal 
were elected last year. 
Continuous b o r d e r clashes 
with Kenya and Ethiopia have 
also diminished recently as the 
government gradually improved 
its relations with the West.

1950s. 
“Very good boys,” he likes to 
remember the 44-year-old sur­ 
geons.

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Good Government? 


Raymond Kohler, chairman of the 
North Coventry supervisors, announced 
publicly that ho was retaining Norco 
Police Chief Charles Wilt on a tempor­ 
ary basis. Wilt found out about this 
from The Mercury and not from Koh­ 
ler. 
He also fired the township secre­ 
tary and the township solicitor. 
A Democrat, Kohler now is in pow­ 
er and he is beginning to use his power. 
But power must be used with a cau­ 
tious hand. Abuse of power is defeating 
the purpose of a democracy. 
Kohler got his power from the vot­ 
ers. They elected him. He represents 
the people and his personal likes and 
dislikes shouldn’t have any bearing on 
his governmental duties. 
Wilt has been police chief for nine 
years. Since that time, the township 
population has doubled. 
Wilt is assisted by one fulltime pa­ 
trolman and a parttime man. His terri­ 
tory covers 14 square miles with 69 
miles of roads. The population is 5800. 
Many communities with a smaller 
population have larger police depart­ 
ments. 
Wilt works 12 hours a day, six days 
a week. In addition he attends many 
police schools and pays the tuition and 
mileage himself. 


The township growth is reflected in 
the numerous apartments which have 
been constructed in the past 10 years. 
The Norco shopping center also has add­ 
ed to the work of the department. 
Possibly Kohler is concerned about 
the department problems and not the 
personnel. If this is correct then his ap­ 
proach to good government is correct. 
If North Coventry needs more men, 
and it appears that it does, and more 
equipment then Kohler and other mem­ 
bers of the board should provide for the 
needs. 
Another example of personal gov­ 
ernment as opposed to good govern­ 
ment was evident in West Pottsgrove 
township. 
The commissioners there actually 
needed a tie breaking vote before the 
minutes of a previous meeting could be 
read. If this is an indication of things 
to come, then West Pottsgrove is in for 
several years of a bickering government. 
Commissioners have but one duty 
and that is to serve their communities. 
They should not allow petty politics to 
defeat this purpose. 
If they can’t serve with honor and 
dignity then they should not serve. 
The loser in any petty squabble is 
the township. 


Odorless and Deadly 


Almost daily deaths of motorists 
attributed to carbon monoxide poison­ 
ing are reported— deaths caused by pur­ 
poseful or accidental breathing of the 
odorless, tasteless gas. 
Suicides can take the exhaust-pipe 
method at any time of year. But it is the 
winter season that accounts for most of 
the accidental deaths. Several hundred 
persons are asphyxiated every winter 
when letting their cars warm upln closed 
garages. It might be thought that at the 
end of 60 years of the motor age no one 
would be that ignorant or absent-minded. 
Many highway deaths, injuries and 
wrecked cars can be laid to doses of car­ 
bon monoxide not fatal in themselves. 


This gas, seeping into a car from a faulty 
manifold or muffler, can cause drowsi­ 
ness resulting in a bad accident. A car 
parked outdoors with windows closed 
and motor running, to warm an affec­ 
tionate couple within, can be the end of 
them both without their knowing what 
happened. 
The great danger in this insidious 
gas it that it gives no warning. It takes 
a concentration of but one twenty-fifth 
of one per cent to be fatal to the person 
who breathes the air — and exhaust 
gases contain from five to 10 per cent of 
carbon monoxide. 
There is only one sure way to keep 
safe and clear-headed: Have plenty of 
vantilation. 


No Consensus 


President Johnson, wary of a “crime 
in the streets” election issue this year, 
has after a maximum delay signed a Dis­ 
trict of Columbia crime bill that seeks 
to temper a Supreme Court curb on the 
questioning of suspects before arraign­ 
ment. 
Thus the President decided— in this 
instance— to take the police side in the 
breach between the high court and the 
bulk of enforcement opinion on matters 
relating to crime and criminals. 
The crime bill points up the lack of 
consensus, once so cherished by the

President, on the problem of crime. A 
Tennessee grand jury, citing an “ava­ 
lanche of crime,” says no household 
should be without a gun. 
FBI Director Hoover periodically 
warns of a crime wave but his boss, 
Atty. Gen. Clark, asserted as late as last 
Spring that no such wave exists. 
These signs of discord may c o n fu í 
the public but not the criminal, aided 
as he is bv the uneven and too often 
emotional responses to the problem he 
presents. As child experts caution, par­ 
ents who bicker over discipline end up 
with none at all.

Twilight Zone; 


Prehistoric Man 


The Bermuda Triangle off the United States 
coast enthralls lovers of hair-raising sea mas­ 
teries. 
Legend calls this relatively small expanse 
of sea a “twilight zone” for ships and planes. 
Though many ships and planes travel the tri­ 
angle each day without mishap, an unusual 
number of craft have vanished there without a 
trace. 
Neither wreckage nor victims were 
ever found. 
An imaginary line connecting Bermuda, 
Florida, and Puerto Rico encompasses about 
440,000 square miles of open sea called the 
Bermuda Triangle. 
Thrusting into the Tri­ 
angle is the western part of the Sargasso Sea, 
also a legendary twilight zone for mariners. 
Columbus sailed through the Sargasso Sea 
and Bermuda Triangle on his discovery voyage 
to San Salvador (VVatling) Island in the Bahamas* 
in 1492. On Sept. 15, he recorded seeing ”a 
remarkable bolt of fire fall into the sea.” Two 
days later his men were “terrified” by a baffl­ 
ing disturbance of the ship compass. 
The area was thus given an air of mystery 
by its first known navigator. 
Four American 
naval vessels disappeared without explanation 
between 1781 and 1812. 
But the legend of the Bermuda Triangle 
really began in 1918. The U. S. S. Cyclops, a 
Navy collier carrying a crew of 213 and 67 
passengers, set out from Brazil to the United 
States with a cargo of manganese. 
Cyclops called at Barbados, B.W.I., for fuel 
and provisions. In fair March weather the ship 
sailed northward into the Triangle — and ob­ 
livion. A massive search failed to find a single 
clue. 
The disappearance still perplexes the United 
States Navy. Recently, however, a spokesman 
pointed out a little-known fact, peihaps signifi­ 
cant, that Cyclops carried a “tough" contingent 
of courtmartialed seamen being returned to 
the United States for imprisonment. 
Vincent Gaddis, in his book “Invisible 
Horizons” gives case histories of some 20 other 
ships and airplanes that have met their silent 
doom in or near the Triangle since World War 
II. 
One of the eeriest cases involved five Navy 
torpedo bombers from the Naval Air Station 
at Fort Lauderdale. Florida. The bombers soared 
up into a sunnv blue Atlantic sky on December 
6. 1945. 
Soon, odd messages came from the patrol 
leader. He radioed in alarm, “Everything is 
wrong . . . strange. We can’t be sure of any 
direction. 
Even the sea doesn’t look as it 
should.” Then, silence. 
A huge Martin flying boat went to look for 
the missing bomber, in 20 minutes it, too vanish­ 
ed without a trace. 
In the year 1963, the Americen merchant 
ship Marine Sulphur Queen, a fishing boat, and 
two Air Force tanker jets disappeared. 
No common cause— violent air turbulence, 
heavy seas, meteorites, magnetic storms, water 
spouts— could seem to account for the occasional 
loss of both ships and aircraft in the Burmuda 
Triangle and the utter lack of clues to explain 
their fate. 
The U.S. Navy’s official point of view is that 
the disappearances are a “strange coincidence.” 
It does not believe that any twilight zone exists 
where supernatural forces gobble up ships and 
planes. 


NEW PEKING MAN 
One of man’s most famous prehistoric rela­ 
tives has popped up again. 
Scientists in Communist China have reported 
finding parts of a fossilized skull belonging to 
Sinanthroups pekinensis. or Peking Man. The 
bones were unearthed at Choukoutien, site of 
the original discovery of Peking Man near 
Peking. 
In 1927, Davidson Black, a young Canadian 
Professor of anatomy at a Peking medical 
college, made the first find— a single tooth. He 
had the courage to announce a new genus of 
hominid on the basis of the fossil bit. 
Black’s claim was substantiated bv other 
excavations in the 1920’s nad 1930’s. Archeolo- 
gists uncovered the fossil remains of some 40 
primitive humans, the National Geograhic 
Society says. 
Peking Man was a eontenporarv of apelike 
Java Man; both lived about 500.000 years ago. 
The skull on beetle-browed, thinless Sinan­ 
thropus resembled Java Man’s, but had room 
for a slightly larger brain. Peking Man appar­ 
ently used fire, and made crude implements of 
stone and deer antlers. 
The first trace of Java’s ancient habitant 
was found in 1891-92 by a voung Dutch doctor 
Eugene Dubois. 
Searching a riverbank for prehistoric fos­ 
sils, Dubois came on a skull and Ihightbone of 
a creature that had walked like man. He called 
it Pithecanthropus robustus (ape man). 
Discovery in China of closely related Peking 
Man startled the scientific world. Dr. Gilbert 
H. Grosvenor, who served as president and 
editor of the National Geographic Society for 
more than half a century, visited the site with 
his wife. Elsie May Bell Grosvenor. They were 
among the last Westerners to examine the Pek­ 
ing dig before the Sino-Japanese War cut off 
sigthseers. 
In World War II, the priceless fossils of Pek­ 
ing Man mysteriously disappeared after negotia­ 
tors arranged for the fossils to be shipped to the 
United States for safekeeping. 
According to one account, three cases of 
relics were entrusted to United States Marines 
awainting evacution from China. Tragically 
their ship ran aground, the Marines were cap­ 
tured by Japanese, and Peking Man’s bones 
vanished.

Frei Gains

President Eduardo Frei won 
back control of his Christian 
Democratic party Sunday from 
a group of leftist rebels who 
took over leadership in July. 
The party endorsed Frei’s gov­ 
ernment policies but rejected 
one proposal—to limit strikes. 
The victory over opposition

convention when delegates en­ 
dorsed Frei’s government pro­ 
gram by a vote of 272-198. 
The vote led to the resignation 
of Sen. Rafael Gumucio as par­ 
ty president, a post he won in 
the leftist takeover in July. 
Jaime Castillo, a former gov­ 
ernment minister and a Frei 
backer, was elected as Gumu- 
cio’s successor.

Chiefly under fire of the Gu­ 
mucio faction was Frei’s pro­ 
posal for forced savings of one- 
quarter of a planned 20 per cent 
wage increase for workers. The 
money would be set aside to 
hold off consumer pressure on 
the inflation-troubled economy. 
The savings also would create 
an investment fund for new 
housing and industry.

U se of the one and six cent 
sta m p s w ere lim ited before p as­ 
sage of the postal hike, but once 
it w as signed into law , local 
persons flocked to the post office 
to eith e r m ail letters or stock up 
on the new stam ps.
